Representatives of Upland and 
Other Foothill Cities 
Adopt Resolution

That the district from Glendora | 
to Etiwanda should join the Met- 
ropolitan Water district to get the 
much, needed additional water sup- 
ply is the belief of representatives 
of the Foothill cities, who for sev- 
eral months have been meeting 
and diseussing the situation. 

A resolution, urging the forma- 
tion of a district to get the water, 

was recently adopted and is today | 
before officials of the Metropolitan 
Water district. Those in close 
touch with the water situation in 
each of the communities have been 
at the meetings and a representa- 
tive group was present when the 
resolution was adopted. 

The resolution expressed the con- 
clusion of the water engineers and 
civic leaders that the Metropolitan 
Water district offers the greatest 
opportunity in getting the aridi- 
tional source. 

Tne resolution states: 

“Whereas, in the area along the 
foo extending from Glendora 
to Eitiwanda, in which is located 
the communities of Glendora, San 
Dimas, La Verne, Claremont, Po- 
mona, Ontario, Upland, Alta Loma, 
Cucamonga and Etiwanda, there is 

84,000 acres in citrus groves 
a present average annual wa- 
use of approximately 66,300 
acre feet, in addition to which 
there is a domestic demand by the 
cities uf approximately 7800 acre 
feet. making a total of 74,100 acre 
feet; and 

“Whereas, the history of the wa- 
ter supply in this section is one of 
diminishing supply and in some 
cases nearing exhaustion when 
measured over a long period; and, 

‘Whereas, with the natural 
growth of the county in population 
and the planting of addition: ul acre- 
age, the demand for additional wa- 
ter will result in a shortage that 
can oniy be met by the obtaining 
of an outside supply; and, 

‘Mhereas, the Chino, 
monga Claremont-Pomona, 
Verne, San Dimas and 
basins, from which the district ob- 
tains its supply of water, now 
have an average annual overdraft 
of in excess of 50,000 acre feet;
